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“A Nation of Wings” 

Captain Eddie Rickenbacker, ace of World 
War I and now president and general manager 
of Eastern Air Lines, Inc., spoke last night be- 
fore the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, in annual meeting at Chicago. 

Captain Rickenbacker’s speech includes a 
report on the impressions he had received on 
a 15.000-mile flight throughout the United 
States. in an Army transport, meeting and 
talking with the young Americans who are 
either in training or in active service with the 
Army air forces. 

Modern war, said Captain Rickenbacker, is 
war from the air and in the air. The Army 
which goes into battle, the battleship which 
faces the guns of the enemy fleet, without 
proper air support, is foredoomed to defeat. 
On the other hand, the army or the fleet 
which holds control of the air, is just as certain 
to emerge the victor. 

Predicting that part of the equipment of the 
new American fighting forces will be thousands 
of gliders, Rickenbacker quoted General H. H. 
Arnold, chief of the Army air forces, “when 
armies of modern nations meet, they must be 
orepared to use glider-borne troops—parachut- 
ists—air-borne infantry—not by the hundreds 
nor the thousands—but by the tens of thou- 


ses ---—_——_— 


sands.’ 

Our men of the air forces, both crews and 
ground crews, are the finest in the world. Their 
planes and all their equipment could not be 
bettered. We have achieved the. quality angle 
of the job. But we still have to meet the quan- 
tity problem. 

Dlustrating this, Captain Rickenbacker said 
the nation, before this war is done, will need 
at least 300,000 pilots. This means a minimum 
of 3,000,000 mechanics, technicians, on the 
ground to support them. 

To meet the schedule for plane production 
one finished plane will have to leave American 
production lines every four minutes of 1943. 

To meet the great demand for trained man- 
power, Captain Rickenbacker believes the na- 
tion’s educational authorities should select and 
train boys still in schools,.from about 16 years 
of age and upward, physically and mentally 
suited for the tasks, in their preliminary train- 
ing. Thus, he believes, when the time comes 
for these boys to begin actual flight training, 
they will have saved at least a year in train- 
ing time. 

lt is a tremendous picture he evokes, but 
one probably true in all essential details. 

The thought arises, however: What of all 
these millions of air-trained youths after the 
war? What of a nation that has, by then, 
jearned the lesson that modern warfare is won 
or lost in the air? 

It would seem but logical to expect that na- 
tion to keep, and expand, its wings and be- 
come a nation of flyers. We shall be, un- 
coubtedly, “a nation of wings!”

We Must Buy Bonds 

On May 11 there will open a nation-wide 
intensified campaign for the sale of War 
Stamps and War Bonds. This will provide 
opportunity to discover whether it is possible 
to sell from 12 to 20 billion dollars worth of 
these treasury securities to the people of the 
United States annually. 

President Roosevelt, in his message to con- 
gress of Monday, advocated further reliance 
upon the voluntary method of selling these 
bonds before contemplating the drastic step of 
compulsory savings. 

Every American is to be asked to put ten per 
cent of his regular income into the bonds. The 
monthly quotas set by the ‘Treasury mount 
gradually, month by month. This is to give a 
little time for those with financial obligations 
which must be met, to arrange their individual 
monetary affairs so that a fair proportion of 
their income is available for the bonds. 

The campaign to start May 11 is the first 
really high pressure, intensified drive for sale 
of the bonds. It thus provides the first true 
test of the ability of the nation to absorb the 


bonds in the amounts desired, Not only is the 
money needed to help pay for the war, but by 
withdrawing cash from circulation it will help 
greatly in averting the threatened currency 
inflation which would mean serious economic 
trouble in the afterwar period to come.

The State and Forest Fires 

The forest fire danger in north Georgia 
remains acute. Until rains come, conditions in 
the mountains will be serious. 


If there are any new outbreaks they must 
be fought, under present conditions, by men 
who are utterly weary after a week of work 
that has run almost around-the-clock. 


It is an unusual fact that practically all of 
the fires that have been fought have been 
those threatening federal forest lands. In some 
sections landowners banded together to put out 
smaller blazes threatening their holdings. In 
other sections county officials provided help. 
But the larger fires were permitetd to run wild 
until they came near national land, which 
permitted the Forest Service to move in and 
stop them before they actually burned over into 
the lumber reserves of the country. By law, 
this is all the federal service can do. That they 
have been forced to almost superhuman effort 
is an indication of the lack of other fire-fight- 
ing effort in the affected sections. 


If there are new outbreaks the resources of 
the state shpuld be organized to hold these 
fires into reasonable limits. That the Forest 
Service has been able to hold blazes in national 
land in Georgia to small areas indicates that 
the same can be done outside the federal land 
if the effort is expended. 


In all other southern states this is being 
done. There is no reason why it should not be 
done in Georgia. 


To permit any repetition of the waste that 
has marked these fires on private lands in 
north Georgia over the past three weeks is

However, there are times of national emer- 
gency when many women have to leave the 
home to defend it. The pioneer woman was 
none the less a good mother and homemaker 
because she had, on occasion, to handle a gun 
and help her men folks repel the attacks of 
marauding Indians. 


Today the nation is faced with a parellel 
Situation. Brutal forces which would, if they 
conquer, destroy everything which contributes 
to the good American home, must be overpower- 
ed. Not until they are overpowered .will any 
American home be safe. 


And, despite Dr. Sutton’s assertion to the 
contrary, there are not sufficient men in this 
country to man the factories and fight in the 
armed forces, both. Every statistic proves that, 
by 1943, every available man and woman, too, 
will have to be employed if the war production 
program is to be met and maintained. 


It is to be hoped that mothers with children 
may remain in their homes to perform those 
vital functions of training and education of 
which Dr. Sutton speaks. It is certain, however, 
that the demands of the war will call for every 
woman without children, capable of filling a 
job. 

And the women, like the men, are proud of 
the opportunity to contribute their share of 
the “sweat and toil and tears” which are in- 
evitable concomitants of battle, whether it be 
in the front lines or on the assembly lines.

TRAVELED LATELY? I have been traveling a modest little 


bit here of late. Almost as far down 
the coast as Miami, Almost as far up as Washington. Not much 
traveling, but-— 

If you haven't done at least that much traveling, you don’t know 

what’s happened to this country of ours, 

You don’t know how sad and forlorn the 

road places look— 
“Joe’s Place’”—“The Chicken Snack”—*“Gas 
and Grits’—‘Bar-B-Cue”’—Maud’s Kitchen”— 
“Dixie’s Dine and Dance’’—and the others. 

They all look forlorn, The wipds blow by 
and in front of some of them they no longer 
sweep up the vagrant pieces of newspapers that 
blow up against the front.

The tourist cabins are beginning to look 

discouraged, too. 

“Shut My Eyes”—“Dew Drop Inn”’—‘‘The 

Sand Man’’—‘Joe’s Cabins’—“Pete’s Tourist 
Motel’—"Uncle Bill's Cabins—clean beds, run- 
ning water’’—‘‘Kora’s Klean Ka&abins—Tourists 
Only”’—and the others. 

You can can see.them from the road or from 
the train windows. There are no cars parked in them with lowa 
or Illinois or Kansas license plates. No middle-aged men and 
women, in polo shirts, slacks and sandals—sit in the shade and knit 
and talk. 

The old couple, Pa and Ma, in their 60’s and out on a second 
honeymoon—they aren't there, either. 

The owners are just waiting to see what Mr. Nelson really ts 
going to do about gas sales. They are just waiting, “Hoping to 
God,” one told me, that the Japs and Hitler will cave in and quit, 
No tires. Not much gas. They are trying to work out some way 
so that buses will stop and let people off instead of carrying them 
into the towns and the tourist houses and hotels there. 

“But it’s tough. It realfy is tough, mister.”

TOO I! sat and looked for hours out of a train 
window as it whirled along beside one 
of the nation’s main highways coming out of Washington down 
through Virginia, North Carolina and into Georgia and on south, 
I counted the cars.

There isn't time 
for side dishes and leisurely eating. : 

After they are done the civilians come in. The dining cars 
ought to be well in the black by now. They sell all they have. 

The soldiers. most of them, are excited and happy. They drink 
a little beer. They play a little bridge or poker, penny stakes, 
nickel limit. They read books, detective magazines, weekly maga- 
zines, comic books, 

They smoke cigarets, carefully going out to the smoking room 
or the platform. The Army recently put out a general order about 
no smoking in Pullmans or in berths by soldiers, Seems a few 
sheets and mattresses got a few cigaret holes. ; 

You don’t see many drunk. One of the things which has burned 
me up about this war are the few fanatics who come off trains 
talking about drunken soldiers. Mr. Kipling put it well years ago 
when he said, “Single men in barracks don’t grow into plaster 
saints.” No one wants them to. They don’t feel like Sir Galahads. 
And anyhow, out of the vast number only a few of them occa- 
sionally take too much beer or one drink too many. They arent 
as bad as civilians going to conventions. Or to football games. Not 
nearly so bad. Your boy, mother, is behaving himself. It’s a good, 
sound Army of good humor and willingness. 

Not many of them are slovenly. The Marine Corps and Navy 
almost never produce a slovenly man. The Army only a few. 

The 
parks are filled with soldiers and their girls or just with soldiers.

PROGRAM DEPENDS 
UPON ALL POINTS 

I do not think it is necessary to 
repeat what I said yesterday to 
the congress in discussing these 
general principles. 

The important thing to remem- 
ber is that each one of these points 
is dependent on the others if the 
whole program is to work. 

Some people are already taking 
the position that every one of the 
seven points is correct except the 
one point which steps on their 
own individual toes. A few seem 
very willing to approve self- 
denial—on the part of their neigh- 
bors. The only effective course 
of action is a simultaneous attack 
on all of the factors which in- 
living, in one 
comprehensive, all-embr-acing 
program covering prices, profits, 
wages, taxes and debts. 

The blunt fact is that every sin- 
gle person in the United States is 
going to be affected by this pro- 
gram. Some of you will be af- 
fected more directly by one or two 
of these restrictive measures, but 
all of you will be affected indi- 
rectly by all of them. 

Are you a businessman, or do’ 
you own stock in a business cor- 
poration? Your profits are going 
to be cut down to a reasonably 
low level by taxation. Your in- 
come will be subject to higher 
taxes. Indeed in these days, 
when every available’ dollar 
should go to the war effort, I do 
not think that any American citi- 
zen should have a net income in 
excess of $25,000 per year after 
payment of taxes. 

Are you a retailer or a whole- 
saler or a manufacturer or a 
farmer or a landlord? Ceilings 
are being placed on the prices at 
which you can sell your goods or 
rent your property.

Do you work for wages? You

All of us are used to spending 
money for things we want but 
which are not absolutely. essen- 
tial.

One more story, which I heard 
only this morning: 

This is a story of one of our 
Army flying fortresses operating 
in the western Pacific. The pilot 
of this plane is a modest young 
man, proud of his crew for one of 
the toughest fights a bomber has 
yet experienced. 

The bomber departed from its 
base, as part of a flight of five, 
to attack Japanese _ transports 
which were landing troops in the 
Philippines. When they had gone 
about half way to their destina- 
tion, one of the motors of this 
bomber went out of commission. 
The young pilot lost contact with 
the ther bombers. The crew, how- 
ever, got the motor working again 
and the plane proceeded on its 
mission alone. 

By the time it arrived at its 
target the other four flying fort- 
resses had already passed over, 
had dropped their bombs, and had 
stirred up the Japanese “Zero” 
planes. Eighteen of them attacked 
our one flying fortress. Despite 
this mass attack, our plane pro- 
ceeded on its mission, and dropped 
all of its bombs on six Japanese 
transports which were lined up 
along the docks. 


As it turned back on its home- 
ward journey a running fight be- 
tween the bomber and the 18 Jap- 
anese pursuit planes continued for 
75 miles. Four pursuit ships at- 
tacked simultaneously at each side, 
and were shot down with side 
guns. During this fight, the bomb- 
er’s radio operator was killed, the 
engineer’s right hand was shot off, 
and one gunner was crippled, leav- 
ing only one man available to 
operate both side guns. Although 
wounded in one hand, this gunner

Are Candidates. 


ROME, Ga., April 28.—A dead- 
lock was threatened tonight as 
clerical and lay leaders of the At- 
lanta Diocese of the Episcopal 
Church met here to elect a suc- 
cessor to the late Bishop H. J. Mi- 
kell. 

Three candidates for the post | 
were virtually in command of the | 
field tonight but quiet obsérvers | 
seemed confident that the cleav- | 
age is so pronounced that the Dio- 
cesan Council would adjourn dead- 
locked. 

The three outstanding candi- 
dates were: 

The Rev. Theodore S. Will, 
D. D., rector of All Saints’ church, 
Atlanta. 

The Rev. 
Jr.. of Emmanuel church, Athens. 

The Rev. 
D. D., rector of St. 
lanta. 

The council will meet at 
o'clock tomorrow morning with | 
Dr. Walker, of St. Luke’s, in the 
chair. The selection of a successor 
to fill the chair vacated by the 
death of Bishop Mikell will be con- 
sidered at that time. 

Any clergyman 30 years of age 
or older—from the Atlanta or any 
other diocese—may be elected. 
When elected, he must receive the 
approval of a majority of the 
standing committees of all other 
dioceses and the majority consent 

f all active bishops of the church 
within the United States. 

At the meeting of the council 
tomorrow morning, both clergy- 
men and 
orders’’—each clergyman has one 
vote, the lay delegates having one 
vote from each parish. One-third 
lay vote is also allowed from each | 
mission, unorganized missions hav- 
ing no votes. 

For election, a candidate must. 
receive a majority of the clergy 
votes and a majority of the lay 
votes on the same ballot. 

If after a certain time, decided 
by members of the council, a can- 
didate fails to receive a majority 
of clergy and lay votes on the 
same ballot, the election is called 
off.
